Tuesday, Sept. 12, '93. 

The council was called to ordei 
by President Milam and all the 
members responded to roll call. 

The minutes of the several 
previous meetings were read and 
approved. 

Mr. Pat McDonald presented a 
form for the Electric Street Rail 
way company's indemnifying bond, 
which was referred to the city at 
torney for his approval. 

The license of Hecht Bros 
was transferred to S. Harris. 

Petition of Chas. Roszel for a 
transfer of his peddler license to 
John Pardy. Granted. 

Petition of E. J. Parker, asking 
for a livery stable license in the 
name of Parker's Transfer Line. 
Referred to license committee with 
power to act. 

Petition of Chas. G. Payne, ask- 
ing a billiard saloon license. 
Referred to license committee. 

Petition of Mrs. Sallie Jackson 
asking a rebate on taxes overpaid. 
Petition granted. 

Petition of E. M. Williams ask 
ing that his coal dealer's license be 
reduced to $35. Referred to li- 
cense committee. 

Petition of Smith & Dotson, ask- 
ing a grocery license. Referred 
to license committee. 

Petition of Salyers & Jeffers, ask- 
ing the transfer of their butcher 
shop license to Mack Salyers. 
Granted. 

Petition of Hudson, Humphries 
& Cassell, asking a rebate on 
taxes overpaid. Granted. 

Petition of numerous citizens 
on Arlington Heights, asking the 
extension of the water mains. 
Referred to water committee. 

Petition of S. Black, asking re- 
pairs to sewer at foot of Broad 
way and in the rear of Mrs. Gar 
rard's and other property. Re- 
ferred to street committee. 

Petition of Water Company, 
asking permission to put two water 
pipes on new bridge. Referred to 
water and bridge committees. 

The following citizens presented 
petitions asking a rebate on their 
taxes: John Buttimer, Robt. 
Choate, N. B. Smith, Mrs. Sarah 
LeCompte and R. H. Higdon. 
The petitions were referred to the 
finance committee. 

The committee to which was re 
ferred the matter of laying rails for 
the street railway on Wilkinson 
and West Main street, reported 
thaj a contract had been made 
by a previous council, and 
the council could not give them 
the relief desired in their pe- 
tition. 

The fire committee was in- 
structed to make arrangements for 
placing a wagon and 500 feet of 
hose on the South Side when the 
bridge became unavailable. The 
Fire and Police Commissioners 
were requested to employ men to 
take care of same. 

Mr. Gray, from the street com- 
mittee, made a report in regard to 
several streets, among the number 
Taylor avenue. The council de- 



• cided they could not, under the law. 
,l build a new sidewalk. 

Mr. Gray made a report in re 
lation to the pavement in front of 
Mrs. Longmore's property. The 
matter was referred back to the 
j street committee with instructions 
to arrange with the contractors in 
regard to same. 

Mr. J. E. Miles moved to lay 
the motion on the table. Adopt 
ed. Yeas 5, nays 4. 

On motion of Mr. Gray, the 
City Attorney was directed to 
draw up an ordinance directing the 
people to lay pavements on the 
east side of V\ ilkinson street from 
Main to Mero. The ordinance 
was adopted. 

The grade was established on 
the east side of Steele street from 
Cross^ to Campbell street, and thit 
street was also ordered paved. 

Mr. Swigert, from the gas com 
mittee, reported the contract to 
shut off 92 gas lights and substitute 
in their places 27 arc electric 
lights at a cost of $96. 20 per light 
per year. The report was aaccepted 
and the ordinance also adopted 
unanimously. 

On motion of Mr. Swigert, the 
tax books are to remain in the 
hands of the Treasurer until Oc 
tober 10. 

The finance committee reported 
an agreement in relation to Con- 
gleton Bros.' taxes which was 
adopted. 

The Mayor and finance com- 
mittee were instructed to negotiate 
'the sale of the Bridge Bonds. 

By resolution W. C. Herndon 
was directed to edit and compile 
the new ordinances at a cost not to 
exceed $600. 

Quite a number of ordinances 
and resolutions become laws by 
their second reading and adop- 
tion and among the number was 
the one preventing brass bands 
playing on Sunday. 

The City School Board's report 
for the last year was received and 
referred. 

The usual monthly accounts 
were then allowed and at a late 
hour the council adjourned until 
Wednesday at 7 o'clock. 

ADJOURNED MEETING. 

Wednesday. Sept. 13, '93. 
President Milam and all the 
members of the council were 
present. 

The contract between the city 
and the Capital Gas & Electric 
Light Company had it's second 
reading, and was adopted unani- 
mously. 

The ordinance in relation to 
paving, curbing and guttering the 
east side of Wilkinson and south 
side of Mero from Main street to 
Mero street, had its second read- 
ing, and was adopted unanimous- 
ly. It requires the wotk to be 
done in thirty days. 

On motion of Mr. Watson, the 
Mayor was authorized to attach 
his signature to a $2,000 note for 
renewal at the State National 
Bank. 

On motion of Councilman Miles, 
the beer license of Jim Woolfolk, 
colored, who has a saloon at the 
corner of Washington and Clinton 
was revoked. Yeas 7, Nays o. 

Mr. Eurr offered an ordinance 
granting the right of way over the 
new bridge for two water mains. 
On motion of Councilman Jno. 



I E. Miles, the ordinance was re 
ferred back and the President and 
City Attorney were added to the 
committee. 

There being no further business, 
on motion of Councilman Watson, 
the council adjourned to meet 
again next Tuesday night.

E. Cantrill did 
not arrive from Georgetown until 
noon and the court was not for- 
mally opened until 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, when the following 
grand jury was impaneled.

In charging the grand jury the 
Judge called their attention 
specially to the violation of the 
laws for the protection of game 
and fish, and it need not be sur- 
prising if the grand jury returns 
numerous indictments against par 
ties for dynamiting and seining for 
fish and hunting before the time 
prescribed by law.

Tuesday momingthe indictment 
against Chas. Gill was, upon mo- 
tion of Commonwealth's Attorney 
Smith, filed away with leave to re- 
docket. Gill and his brother 
Charles were concerned in the kill 
ing of Charles McFarland, upon an 
excursion train at Jett's Station sev- 
eral years ago. James was arrest- 
ed but Charles made his escape 
and remained in hiding. At the 
trial of James all the witnesses 
swore that he did the killing, but 
Charles turned up, came into 
court and swore that he himself 
killed McFarland. The result was 
that James was acquitted and 
Charles placed in jail to await 
trial. As all the witnesses had 
sworn that James had committed 
the crime, the Commonwealth had 
no proof against Charles except 
his own statement and he could 
not be made to convict himself, 
hence the case was filed away and 
the prisoner released. 

After consuming the morning 
in getting the witnesses into court, 
the case of William Minor, for 
the murder of George Taylor, was 
taken up and the trial proceeded 
with. It occupied the time of the 
court until Wednesday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, when it was given to 
the jury, who after retiring a few 
minutes returned a verdict of guilty 
of manslaughter and fixed the 



punishment at sixteen years in the 
penitentiary. 

Several other cases of minor im- 
portance were also tried that af- 
ternoon before adjournment. 

Thursday morning, in the case 
of the Commonwealth vs. W. A. 
Gaines & Co. and other distillers, 
in which the plaintiff is seeking to 
recover a penalty for the failure to 
pay the taxes on whisky within 
the required time, the court over- 
ruled a motion of the plaintiff to 
strike our certain portions of the 
answer of the defendants, in which 
(the failure of the officers of the 
State to perform their duties prop- 
erly in regard to the collection of 
the tax is alleged. The case was 
then passed for further proceed- 
ings. 

The equity docket was then 
called and several old cases filed 
away or stricken from the dock- 
et. 

The case of the Commonwealth 
vs. Mollie Dean, charged with 
keeping a disorderly house was 
then taken up and occupied the 
balance of the day. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty late 
in the afternoon. 

Yesterday one or two civil cases 
involving small amounts were 
tried.

The New Law Not Satisfactory 
In Many Districts. 



The law passed last session of 
-the Legislature changing Ihe pay 
of the Commonwealth's Attorneys 
•in the State from a salary of $2,- 
-500 per annum to $500 and one- 
half of all the fines and forfeitures 
arising under their prosecution in 
the Circuit Courts and paid into 
the Stase Treasury, is not likely to 
prove satisfactory in many dis 
tricts in the State. In a number 
•of instances, as the accounts in the 
Auditor's office will show, the 
half of the fines and forfeitures for 
the period of eight months to Sep- 
tember 1, did not aggregate enough 
to pay the attorneys' board while 
attending court in their circuit. R. 
F. Peak, in the Henry, Shelby, 
Trimble, Spencer, Oldham and 
Anderson county district, drew 
only *i86; Nat A. Porter, of the 
Warren, Butler, Allen and Edmon- 
son district, only #240. 95, John S. 
Owsley, jr., of the Mercer, Boyle, 
Lincoln and«Garrard district, only 
4*53; H. L. Howard, of the Bell 
Harlan, Letcher and Perry district, 
■only $260.75, ar, d rnany others in 
amounts ranging from $250 to 
$600. John S. Smith, of this dis- 
trict, drew $1,670, and Frank Par- 
sons, of Louisville, is the only one 
who has reached his limit of $4,- 
•ooo. No other will probably earn 
as much as $3,000. Hon. Chas. 
J. Bronston, of Lexington, only 
received $397.50, which explains 
the re&son, perhaps, that induces 
him to look to other fields, not 
•excepting a seat in Congress now 
filled by Hon. W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge, for a little of the bread and 
meat that is supposed to go with 
the ices and dainties:

Editor Roundabout: 

Apropos of the schools opening, 
the Rev. Father Wm. E. Gorey, 
pastor of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in this city, very clearly 
defined the attitude of the Catho- 
lic Church with reference to the 
public and parochial schools. 

This is a subject which has en 
gaged the attention of the re- 
ligious and secular press for a 
number of years past and es- 
pecially since the advent in the 
United States of Manager Satolli, 
the accredited Apostolic delegate 
of the Holy Father, Leo XIII. 
whose mission to this country was 
to define this and other important 
and seemingly unsettled principles, 
with all the authority of his dis- 
tinguished superior. There has, 
however, been so many unauthen- 
tic opinions spread broad cast, 
and such a quantity of ink and 
paper consumed on this subject, 
that only an enthusiast could at- 
tempt to follow it up through the 
channels of the newspapers 
columns. Catholic parents and 
others interested, however, who 
attended their parish church last 
Sunday had an opportunity of 
listening to an authorative, con- 
cise and comprehensive definition 
of the law of the Church on this 
subject delivered by their pastor. 

In substance the reverened gen- 
tleman said: The recent decision 
of the Apostolic delegate is by no 
means a new aspect of the case, 
but as old as the church herself, 
and was now promulgated in its 
present emphatic terms only to 
curb the prejudice of ignorant Cath- 
olics (for there are a few such, he 
regretted to say) whose bigotry 
prevents their recognizing any 
good in the public schools and 
whose unpatriotic will would even 
suppress them. He but echoed 
the sentiment of the Apostolic del< 
gate in pronouncing the publi 
schools a public blessing and on 
of the most important factors i 
our modern civilization. The 
necessity for the public schools 
to . the welfare of our na 
tional institutions should be patent 
to all sensible citizens without re 
ference to their religious Inclina 
tions. In short, the public schools, 
as far as they go, are all light. 

It is an irrevocable law of 
nature that every parent owes to 
his offspring an education to en- 
able it at least to secure a liveli- 
hood. This goes without dis- 
cussion. Every christian parent 
must recognize his obligation to 
impart, in addition to this, a 
knowledge of the mysteries of 
the christian religion. The 
Catholic Church teaches that this 
obligation is imperative, and a 
neglect of it entails the loss of the 
parent's immortal soul. She holds 
that a Catholic parent who is able 
and capable may impart this re- 
ligious instruction to his offspring 
within the sacred circle of the 
home, and the secular education 
may be acquired in any manner 
agreeable to the choice of the 
parent, provided, however, it 
will not endanger the religious 



character of the child. On tne 
other hand, where the parent is 
unable or incapable of imparting 
this religious instruction, he must 
delegate it to another; and then it 
is that the church demands as a 
matter of right the attendance 
of the child at the parochial 
school, the purpose of the paro- 
chial school being to impart a 
religious and secular education at 
the same time; and for this 
reason the parish school should 
commend itself to the generosity 
of all practical Catholics. 

Father Gorey called upon his 
hearers to witness that he dis- 
charged his duty in bringing to 
their attention this important 
duty, and defining the position 
taken in the premises by the 
church. He incidentally re- 
marked that he hoped that at no 
distant day this vexed question 
would be sensibly settled, believ- 
ing that neither was in any wise 
hostile to the other, and both im- 
portant to the advancement of 
science and religion.

•3d day of August, A. D. 1850. 
and inquiring as to whether the 
company intends to stop the pas- 
sage of yourself, servants and em- 
ployes, and transportation over 
the bridge of the company across 
the Kentucky river at Frankfort. 
The company has, for some time, 
had under consideration the ques- 
tion as to whether it could, in the 
reconstruction of this bridge un- 
der the act of Congress and 
the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War of the United 
States, so reconstruct it as to 
again open it to travel by pedes- 
trians, animals and vehicles, and 
whether, if it could do so, it is the 
policy of the company to so re- 
construct it. It has finally decided 
that question, and determined so 
to reconstruct the bridge that it 
can be used by pedestrians, ani- 
mals and vehicles, and to open it 
again as a toll bridge. This it 
does, however, mainly in defer- 
ence to the wishes of citizens of 
Frankfort and Franklin county, 
and not because it is legally bound 
to do so, either under the contract 
with Thomas or any statute or 
other law.
